Washington, D. C., July —The many 
stories and rumors afloat coming from 
ghe returning delegates from San Fran- 
cisco give rise to many deductions and 
the rule is that you can take your choice. 
But where there are other things than 
fire in the pile it is a safe bet that there 
is something wrong somewhere. So it ts 
in the case of the late meeting of the 
clans on the Pacilic. Thereby hang 
many tales. You ean believe them all or 
not as you choose, but all should be 
taken into consideration as the cam- 
paign progresses. Mr. Wilson's visit 
with Governor Cox gives theory to the 
the other stories but eventually the facts 
will all be known. Atty. Gen. A. Mit- 
chell Palmer has been rather quiet since 
his defeat. Some reports here say he 
will soon resign his post. It may not be 
on account of his defeat) but rather 
because of what did not happen in San 
Francisco. 

So the story is a most interesting one 
that is being told here in club and on the 
street. Palmer was a candidate in the 
first instance for a purpose, and the pur- 
pose was according to reports the former 
Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo. It 
was arranged that Mr. Palmer should 
capture a bunch of delegates from the 
South and a few other places and hold 
them for what the future brought forth.

This was the telegram a 
mayor of a great Massachusetts manu- 
facturing city sent to the President of 
the United States. The pity that such a 
message had to be sent at all, and why 
matters have been allowed to drift so, 1s 
what the average man cannot _under- 
stand. An utter demoralization of the 
internal affairs of the nation seems to be 
the answer. It is a terrible state of af- 
fairs yet it is a matter of grave concern. 
Why?) That is a question vet unans- 
wered. The Lynn mayor in plain words 
charges that President Wilson disregards 
the nation’s interests. What will the 
White House really answer? 

The tariff is an-issue of the past so il 
would seem. The Democratic platform 
says that “it affirms the traditional pol- 
icy of the party for a tari? for revenue 
only” while the Republican platform says 
a little more as to the policy of protec- 
tion, but protection is an issue and so 
much so that the Virginia peanut 
growers say they must be protected. So 
look out for Virginia going protection 
next November.

Friends of the migratory birds believe 
that the first. important step for the 
perpetuation of the birds has been. madeg 
but that another one equally vital re- 
mains to be taken. This consists of the 
conservation and perpetuation of a 
sufficient number of small inland lakes, 
as well as island and coastal swamps 
and marsh areas, to provide the birds 
places for feeding and resting and rear- 
ing their young. 

It is absolutely necessary, they point 
out, that the birds during migration and 
in winter have proper places in which to 
live.” It is a mistaken idea, they say, 
that the drainage of almost any area is 
a benefit to the community. Under 
proper conditions, ‘‘water-farming” of 
many lakes and ponds and of swamp | 
and marsh areas will yield a distinctly 
larger return than would the same area 
if drained and used for agriculture. 
They summarize the productiveness of 
such farms as follows: 

Food and game fishes. 

Wild fowl to be shot for sport and 
food. 

Furs from such fur bearers as_ the 
muskrats, skunks, and raccoons which 
frequent their borders. 

A natural ice supply. 

A defiinte and invaluable help in 
maintaining the underground water 
level in various parts of the State, and 
in helping to hold back the run-off of 
rainfall to prevent excessive erosion and 
other damage. 

Opportunities for healthful) and in- 
teresting recration for the citizens of 
the State. 

Where such water areas are inchuded 
in State parks or reservations they lend 
themselves admirably to educational 
uses und help interest the people of the 
State in out-of-door life and in the nat- 
ural resources of the State in the form 
of plant and animal life, which are im- 
portant agents in supplying useful 
commodities.

| The site of the camp is ideal, being 
situated on a very high, sandy ridge

A’ JAMES MADISON made a great eighty-five. 
name for himself before entering ra) 


the presidency and added nothing to it 
while in the White House, it must be 
that he was a good deal of a man bul 
not much of a president. 

Like all the more famous Virgin- 
ians, Madison was not of the highest 
aristocracy, but the son of a plain, 
well-to-do farmer in an outlying coun- 
ty. His early life was passed at Mont- 
pelier, the farm whigh his grandfather 
had wrested from the Indians; from 
it he drew his, only private income 
and at last he was buried in its soil. 
He was dependent on his father until 
he was fifty, when the latter died and 
the place became his own, with 100 
slayes, who continued always to ad- 
dress him simply as “Master Jimmy.” 

Standing only five feet six inches 
und one-quarter inches, he was, with 
Grant the smallest of our presidents. 
Naturally thin and frail his zeal for 
study nearly wrecked his health while 
a student at Princeton college, where 
for months at a time he slept only 
three hours out of the 24, Unfitted 
for military duty when the Revolution 
came, he went to the Virginia legisla- 
ture instead. Yet this seemingly 
broken-down young man was destined 
to be the longest lived of all the presi- 
dents, with the single exception of 
John Adams. 

When a candidate for re-election to 
the legistature, Madison — revolted

against the old Virginia custom of 
setting up the drinks: His morality 
was mistaken for stinginess and the 
thirsty voters flocked to the capa- 
cious barrel of his opponent, who was 
elected. The defeated candidate had 
to wait a dozen years for his first 
chance to distinguish himself. Still 
no time was lost, for, while he was 
waiting, he diligently prepared to meet 
opportunity when it should come and 
made a elose study of all governments, 
ancient and modern. 

If Madison had not been crossed and 
blessed in love, posterity might not 
catch him on his human side at all 
and only yawn over this prosy, serious, 
studious, cool-tempered unaggressive, 
weazened, little great man. He was 
already a mature bachelor of thirty- 
two and a member of the Continentat 
congress, when a sixteen-year-old girl 
in bis Philadelphia boarding house 
was the first to touch a soft spot in 
his heart. A young clergyman who 
hung and sighed over her harpischord 
cut him out, and he was painfully 
awakened from his first dream of love 
by a letter of dismissal which, for rea- | 
sons unknown to this later generation, 
the young miss sealed with a pinch 
of rye dough. 

Madison was past forty, and well | 
into his Indian summer, when he be- 
came involved in still another board- 
ing house romance at Philadelphia. 
Only, instead of a lady boarder, he 
fell in love this time with a land- 
lady’s daughter, Dolly Payne Todd, 
who was only twenty-six, had lost her 
husband and was living with her moth- 
er, “who received into her house a 
few gentlemen boarders.” Among them 
was Senator Aaron Burr of New York. 
Maddison himself was staying at an- 
other house, where he and two 
other future presidents, Jefferson and 
Monroe. were living three in a room. 

There the fame of the pretty young 
Quakeress traveled to him, and he 
asked Burr—they were at Princeton 
together—to take him to see her. The 
match flamed up in the flash of an 
eye, and Dolly and her boy were 
borne away to Montpelier, where she 
proved her tactfulness and kindliness 
by dwelling in peace under the same 
roof with her mother-in-law thirty-five

BY for the smiles of his bloom- 
ing Dolly, Madison’s administra- 
tion would be a desert without an 
oasis, over whose dreary expanse the 
weary biographer would wander 
athirst for human anecdotes. Her 
bubbling spirits relieved the austerity 
of Jeffersonian simplicity and won 
her a popularity that has been equaled, 
if at all, among the mistresses of the 
White House, only by Mrs. Cleveland. 

Unless Grant must be excepted, 
Madison is the only president who 
found the presidency an anticlimax 
to his career. One of the really great 
law-givers of the nation, he was 
without executive force. 

With a weak cabinet, this gentle, 
sweet tempered, peace loving scholar 
found himself adrift on the turbid 
sea of the great Napoleonic wars. 
Perhaps it was no longer possible to 
keep us out of the war when at last the 
United States was the only neutral 
left in the civilized world. But cer- 
tainly it was no time for a fair-weath- 
er sailor. 

After 20 years of kicking and cuff- 
ing from both sides in the European 
ronflict, bullied by England and lied 
to by Napoleon, the country was sore 
all over when the “warhawks” of con- 
gress, under the youthful Henry Clay, 
seized the tiller of the ship of state

from Madison's irresolute hand and 
recklessly pointed the vessel straight 
into the teeth of the storm. The sea- 
board East was more for peace and at 
that time the military section was the 
new West. where the Tennesseans and 
Kentuckians, Indianians and Ohioans 
were lustily shouting “On to Canada !” 
Overborne by their rash counsels, Mad- 
ison consented, as he said, to “throw 
forward the flag of the country, sure 
that the people would press onward 
and defend it.” 

Without competent civillan military 
lenders, without financial credit, with- 
out war equipment, the people could 
not press onward, as any history of 
the dismal war of 1812 will tell you. 
Even the eapital was left undefend- 
ed, and Madison, “in a little round 
hat with a big cockade,” ran about in 
helpless bewilderment as the British 
marched upon Washington. 

With the invaders entering at one 
side of the defenseless town, the 
president fled at the other. As he 
turned he saw the flames shooting up 
behind him. he fled faster and farther. 
While the British commander was 
blowing out candles on his dinner ta- 
ble that he might feast in the light 
of the burning White House, its fugi- 
tive master was hiding in a forest but 
25 miles away. 

After aneubsence of three days, & 
heavy-hearted’ shattered, houseless 
president returned to view the 
charred walls of his official residence 
and of the capitol. At every turn he 
was greeted by ugly mutterings of the 
general disposition to make him the 
scapegoat for all the national short- 
comings in a war that had been thrust 
upon him. | But with victory at New 
Orleans and the return of peace, the 
voice of the faultfinder was drowned 
in the hum of sudden prosperity. And 
in the closing days of his adminis- 
tration Madison was cheered by many 
assurances that his countrymen were 
not forgetful of the 40 years that he 
had served them in oa devotion. 

Like John Adams, he emerged from 
his retirement to sit in the constitu- 
tional convention of his _ state, 
where the aged statesman closed his 
active public life, as jhe had opened 
ft, with a sentiment of humanity for 
the slaves.

Over two- hirds of the lumber used in 
Massachusetts is imported at the cost 
of over $40,000,000 annually. 
paying other people to grow, harvest 
and manufacture our lumber most of 
which could be grown here, with our 
own labor, at less cost than the trans- 
portation alone from the Pacific Coast’ 
We can create «in industry here by 
merely putting to work our dormant 
natural resoure: idle land. One-tifth 
of the State (1,000,000 acres) is now 
idle, and we tax other property to b iild 


roads over it and protect it from fire. It | 


nothing to the owners and 
practically nothing in taxes. In ten 
years at the present rate, we will send 
out of the State over $400,000,000 for 
lumber or about $100 per’capita. To 
buy and reforest 250,000 acres in that 
time will cost about $8,000,000 or $2.00 
per eapita.

De- 
spite the immense forest wealth which 
once spread over the continent, there is 
not enough wood left to-day to make 
paper for our needs, and the situation 
is growing worse. The forests of New 
England and New York will last at the 
present rate only seventeen years longes. 
The forests of the Middle West will 
last only eighteen years. Most of our 
Supply today comes from Canada, and 
millions of dollars are paid for the 
supply. The United States has only one 
territory left in reserve, Alaska. It will 
not be possible to utilize this supply for 
years. It is hoped that we have learned 
our lesson from the wasteful habits we 
have developed and will cut the forests 
of Alaska intelligently. In Europe a 
forest is made to yield for centuries 
without being seriously cut away.—
